The Brighter Side 


For the past five years the people of Canada in common with those of 
other countries have been looking at the dark side of things, and during 
these years the picture at which they have been looking has become pro- 
gressively darker and more gloomy. In fact, following the stock market 
crash in the late months of 1929, people generally did not seek to find any 
rays of light, they became more and more fearful, and preferred to dwell 
upon every unfavorable factor in the situation and to close their eyes and 
refuse to see anything that could be regarded as hopeful. 

This state of mind spread throughout the whole country and, unfortun- 
ately for Western Canada, it was accentuated by reason of the advent of a 
cycle of abnormally dry years, accompanied by other climatic conditions, 
with their aftermath of pests and other drawbacks entirely beyond the con- 
trol of man, and all discouraging and destructive of confidence on the part 
of people so grievously afflicted. : 

Under the circumstances the amazing thing is that people, taken on 
the whole, have displayed such wonderful fortitude, so much courage and 
such fine patience. 

Within recent months the clouds of depression have been thinning, con- 
dit‘ons have been slowly. improving, and the time has come when, we think, 
the people of Canada may well, to their own advantage and further en- 
couragement, take a look at some of the brighter things in our national 
life for which they have deep reason for thankfulness in comparison with 
the lot of other peoples and nations. 

Unlike quite a few nations, Canada has maintained its national honor, 
has not repudiated but has met its national obligations. As a result, Can- 
ada stands higher than ever in the estimation of the world. It is a great 
asset that has not decreased in value but has been substantially increased, 
and that increased value will stand this Dominion in good stead in the years 
that lie ahead. 

The general business situation in Canada is improving. In view of the 
economic depths to which the whole world had sunk, this improvement will 
naturally be slow at first, but it is gathering momentum and volume. The 
trade of Canada, both import and export, and internal as well, is increas- 
ing; the volume of business is becoming larger; railway revenues are rising; 
national revenues are substantially larger and are increasing, all of which 
means more employment in the not distant future, and especially so if 
action is taken to remove or materially lesson the many restrictions now 
imposed on trade. 

Another bright side to the Canadian picture is to be found in the fact 
that, despite all the difficulties and problems, worries and sufferings of 
people, Canada has been remarkably free of riots and other forms of de- 
fiance of the law which have characterized other lands and resulted in open 
Strife and bloodshed. The Canadian people have kept their heads, and as a 
roan nes are winning through, just as the people of Britain are winning 

rough. 

Considering the past, the present and the future, there is another and 
very large and important spot of brightness, leading to hope and confidence 
for the tuture, in the fact that almost alone among ‘the nations of the world 
Canada has been free and is free of the one great burden which rests with 
crushing force upon the world to-day, That is the burden of armaments,— 
the enormous cost of warlike preparations. While other nations are paying 
annual tribute reckoned in hundreds of millions, even billions of dollars, to 
the great war god Mars, the Canadian people are not called upon to do so. 

A couple of small destroyers, one on either seacoast, and a handful of 
militia which is merely a reserve to the established police forces of the 
country to assist if and when necessary in the maintenance of peace within 
our own borders, but in no sense an army maintained for offense against 
any nation,—that is all. With no great battleships, no standing army, no 
great line of fortifications, Canada lives at peace with the world, the friend 
of every nation, having no quarrel with any. 

_ If this picture was otherwise, if the Canadian people were taxed to the 

limit, as other peoples are, to provide the god of war with the machinery 
and equipment of wholesale human destruction, then Canada might have 
cause to fear for the future. Fortunately, that fear does not exist, 

Given a return to more normal and therefore. favorable climatic con- 
ditions throughout Western Canada, with a removal of the artificial restric- 
tions imposed upon the commercial transactions and business life of the 
country,—both of which conditions are not only possible but probable and 
ones we have every reason to expect,—and free from the entanglements of 
war-affrighted nations, the Canadian people without any undue optimism 
may well turn their eyes away from the darker picture of the past five 
years, and find renewed confidence and happiness in the brighter, better 
days now dawning.

Magic Of Science 


Electric Lung Restores Speech -To 
Persons Without Voice 


An electric “lung” and a pair of 
magnetic handcuffs, both new, have 
came out of the scientific magic box 
of the Bell laboratories. 

They were shown at a meeting of 
the University of Michigan Club of 
New York by Dr. Sergius P. Grace, 
vice-president of the laboratories. 

The lung substitutes electric cur- 
rent for air to make vocal sounds in 
the artificial larynx, which the lab- 
oratories invented to restore speech 
to about 1,000 persons in the United 
States who have lost their vocal 
cords. 

The new instrument is placed in 
the mouth, much like a pipe. It pours | 
into the mouth a pure tone which 
becomes intelligible speech merely by 
movement of mouth, lips and tongue | 
in ordinary conversational manner. 
The voiceless person uses a pocket | 
battery little bigger than a deck of | 
cards. He puts’ his “pipe” in his 
mouth. He presses a button and the 
sound continues as long as he holds 
this switch closed. 

The magnetic handcuffs demon-| 
strate the super-magnetic power of

cuff on each wrist, or held on each 
hand, the chain between is joined by 
placing together two flat pieces of 
the new metal.

Township That Is Unique 


Adamsfield, Australia, Isolated Al- 
though Only 24 Miles From 
Railhead 


There has been discovered to the 
world a township in Tasmania, Aus- 
tralia, which is unique, at any rate, 
in the southern hemisphere. 

It has no hotel, there is no church, 
no weddings have been held there, 
there is no clergyman, and the town 
is under the control of a vigilance 
committee. 

The township is that of Adams- 
field, less than 70 miles as the crow 
flies from Hobart, and only 24 miles 
from a railhead. From the railhead, 
however, the only means of com- 
munication is by horse.

Nationalistic Policy 


Sir Josiah Stamp Believes U.S. Policy 
Does Not Fit Needs 

Sir Josiah Stamp, famed econom- 
ist, in a speech before the Ameri- 
can Chamber of Commerce said the 
United States “is pursuing a highly 
centralized nationalistic policy which 
is ill-fitted to the needs of closely 
knitted world trade improvement.” 

“The NRA codes,” he said, “have 
not paid very great attention to in- 
ternational factors and the uncertain 
condition in America has been 
brought about by codes. The piece- 
meal treatment of the problem, na- 
tion by nation, is wrong. It is un- 
natural for trade to be balanced be- 
tween two nations. It is more im- 
portant that trade with all countries 
be treated as a whole.” 

Sir Josiah stressed the importance 
of currency stabilization and said, 
‘if it was known the United States 
were going to devalue another 10 per 
cent., it would help matters greatly.”

Acetylene is a colorless gas pro- 
duced by the action of water on car- 
bide. It is prepared in large quanti- 


ties for use as an illuminant and as 
a source of great heat. When heat- 
ed it decomposes into hydrogen and 
carbon. It was by this method that 
the Germans prepared much of the 
hydrogen used for filling the Zep- 
pelins in the World War. 

When compressed in cylinders, 
acetylene is very explosive, since the 
heat produced in compressing the gas 
is sufficient to start decomposition. 
However, scientists have found that 
acetylene can be compressed with 
safety by forcing it at low tempera- 
tures into steel cylinders complete- 
ly filled with some porous material 
which has been soaked in a liquid 
called acetone. he gas is very 
soluble in this liquid and under such 
conditions it is not explosive. 

The chief use of acetylene is in 
the cutting and welding of metals. 
For this work the gas is burned in 
pure oxygen in an apparatus known 
as the oxyacetylene blowpipe. A tem- 
perature of about 4,800 @degrees 
Fahrenheit may be obtained in this 
way. In taking fron structures apart 
the tip of the flame is held in con- 
tact with some part of the metal, un- 
til the metal is heated to a high tem- 
perature; then more oxygen is turned 
on and the hot metal at once com- 
mences to burn away. By moving, 
the tip of the flame containing the 
excess of oxygen over the metal 
plate, the metal is cut into pieces. 

Recently Langmiur, an American 
scientist, has invented a_ device 
known as the hydrogen-arc welding 
torch by means of which very high 
temperatures can be obtained. In this 
type of blowpipe a stream of hydro- 
gen is conducted from a small tube 
through an electric arc maintained 
between tungsten electrodes. A tem- 
perature of at least 10,000 degrees 
Fahrenheit may be reached with this 
new torch.

Planting Nursery Stock 
The proper time to plant peren- 


nials, roses, fruit trees, shrubbery 
and other kinds of nursery stock is 
just as soon as the ground can be 
worked. But of course they must be 
purchased first. There is a vast range 
in prices and quality. Only shrubs 
and trees that are in good condition 
should be considered. This means 
that the stems and bark ill be 
pliable and green and wall have 
plenty of good, live buds. e will 
be a good root growth, and this, as 
well as the top, will be soft and 
moist. Each plant should be wrapped 
separately. Granted that good stock 
has been purchased, the next thing 
is to get it planted as quickly as pos- 
sible and with absolutely no exposure 
to the open air. If the ground is 
still unfit to plant, open the parcel, 
soak in water, and plant in a shal- 
low trench, covering the roots and 
most of the stems with earth firmly 
packed down. Leave here until 
permanent locations are ready. 
Spring Pruning 

Most pruning is done in late win- 
ter or early spring. It is not a diffi- 
cult task, though a little is usually 
essential with all sorts of shrubs, 
roses and both fruit and ornamental 
trees. Dead growth should be re- 
moved, though at this time of year 
it may be difficult to detect dying 
from live wood. The general idea is 
to let in light, encourage strong 
growth and also turn out a tree or 
shrub which is fairly symmetrical. 
With shrubbery, pruning of those 
things that bloom late in the year, 
should be done early in the spring, 
but shrubs, like the Spirea, which 
blossom in early summer, should not 
be touched with the knife until late 
summer. Special. precautions are 
necessary with grape vines. If these 
are pruned in late spring, they will 
bleed profusely. The work must be 
carried out before the sap starts to 
rise. Commercial grape men leave a 
mere skeleton each spring as the 
fruit is produced on new growth. 
Raspberries are borne on two-year- 
old canes only, so that after the crop 
has been harvested and the new 
canes well started, all old wood 
should be removed. Most of the 
ordinary roses are cut back severely 
after growth starts in the spring, 
and best results are obtained from 
climbing roses where almost all the 
old wood is removed in late summer 
after blooming is over. With flower- 
ing shrubs, the aim is to keep new 
vigorous growth coming on by the 
removal of weak three and four- 
year-old wood. Young fruit trees 
need little pruning beyond shaping 
slightly, but after they have started 
to bear fruit, considerable growth 
should be removed each spring, so 
that the light and air are distributed 
evenly through the whole tree.

Said To Be Drouth Resist 


An Alberta product developed at 
the University of Alberta, a new 
variety of wheat will be given a real 
test this year when it is planted in 
field areas in the province’s drouth 
districts of the south. 

A cross between the famous 
Canadian Marquis wheat and Kan- 
red, an equally famed grain in the 
Un‘ted States winter wheat belt, the 
new variety, originated by Dr. O. 8.| 
Aamodt, professor of genetics and! 
plant breeding at the University of 
Alberta, has been named ‘‘Canus”, a 
derivation of the two nations—Can- 
ada and the United States. 

A bearded variety, a heritage 
from the winter wheat side of its| 
ancestry, the new grain is reported 
to be drouth resistant and to give 
a higher yield than Marquis. | 

In tests conducted by the Domin- | 


the research council of Canada, 
“Canus” showed an average yield of| 
32.4 bushels to the acre. 

Here are some of the attributes 
of the newly-developed wheat: 

Resistance to drouth, foot rot and 
bunt, two wheat diseases which have 
taken heavy toll in the west; 

Good stiffness and baking qualit‘es. 

Dr. Aamodt’s wheat has one dis- 
advantage. It is not resistant to 
rust, but this not a serious problem 
in this province as rust is seldom a 
menace to Alberta producers.

Iniernitional Trade Fighting Its 


Way Through A Maze Of 
Tariffs, Quotas And 


Exchange 


Gradually somewhat wearily, in- 
ternational trade is fighting its way 
through a world maze of skyscraper 
tariffs, quotas and exchange controls. 
British returns indicate that an ebb- 
ing tide has again begun to flow. 

Progress is steady if slow. “The 
British trader,” says the annual re- 
port of the London Steamship Own- 
ers’ Association, “continues to be 
hampered over wide areas of tho 
world by political disturbances, by 
currency and exchange difficulties 
and by quotas, tariffs and other re- 
strictions on trading.” 

A glance over the European scene 
reveals a curious picture. 

While Premier Pierre Flandin of 
France talks of the need for free 
trade, countries of central Europe 
strengthen their exchange controls. 
Networks of trading agreements en- 


deavor to beat past dams in the 
stream. 

Old-time barter has returned. Ger- 
many is building locomotives against

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GET RID OF THE CROWS 
(By JACK MINER) 


My reason, dear reader, for writ- 
ing this article is simply to encour- 
age you to take more interest in our 
great out-of-doors and closer study 
of the so-called wiid creatures that 
occupy it. Yes, and to.ask you to 
study them closer for yourself, since 
at the present day there are so many 
indoor naturalists writing and mis- 
leading the public. This is why I 
am asking all classes of humanity 
to take a deeper interest. When you 
are driving, walking, running or fly- 
ing, keep both eyes open so as to 
gain more from personal observa- 


tions, and when you see a crow pur- 
sued and pecked by smaller birds, 
stop and ask yourself why? Surely 
they don’t want to eat him. Then, 
why are they chasing him? 


Jack Miner in the days of his youth. 


Or you may see a killdeer or other 
Species of bird fluttering and hob- 
bling out from right near you. Im- 
mediately you are convinced that she 
is crippled or the back of her wing is 
broken, since she keeps falling over 
herself every time she attempts to 
get away. Of course, you are going 
to catch her and see just what is 
wrong. But soon you find you can 
get just so close and no closer and 
when you have yourself out of breath 
you will get discouraged and stop, 
for you find the bird you are pur- 
suing can fly fairly well and is five 
times further from you than she was 
when you started. Now, please ask 
yourself why and go back to where 
you first saw her. But be careful 
where you put your feet, for you 
might step on her eggs or one of her 
babies. Keep both eyes open and be 
convinced as to how these God-given 
creatures, in the majority of cases, 
take advantage of color protection. 
For illustration: if it is a killdeer’s 
nest, see how well she has gathered 
pebbles, shells, bits of wood or frag- 
ments of anything of the color of her 
eggs, and placed them all around the 
nest. Remember this is the mother’s 
doings, and when you see a ruffled 
grouse (Partridge) not over three 
days’ old, hide among leaves the color 
of itself, what do you call this? I 
simply call it God. 

In the spring of 1879, which was 
the second year we were in Canada, 
I put in every Sunday hunting for 
young foxes, to keep them as pets. 
With axe in hand, I would scour the 
woods for miles around and, when I 
heard something meowing and 
screaming, which sounded like an old 
Tom-cat making his last screech, in- 
stead of running for home to tell 
mother I was chased by a lynx or 
wild cat, I quietly marked the exact 
direction from which the sound 
came, When about one quarter of a 
mile away, the squalling usually 
ceased. Now I turned and, if the 
noise took me straight north, I went 
back south from where I first heard 
it, keeping both eyes open for hollow 
logs and so forth and for remnants 
of rabbits, ruffed grouse or turkey 
feathers, and in the majority of cases 
I would soon be using the axe to 
chop out the young foxes, 

Sometime ago I read a nine page 
letter sent to me from a gentleman 


explaining that “it was not the Eng- 
lish sparrow that was driving the| 
barn and eave swallows out, but | 
that the systematic control of house | 
files by the human race was robbing 
the swallows of their food and stary- | 
ing them out.” Really, it was a| 
beautifully written letter and, if one| 
did not know better, he might be in- 
duced to believe it. But the fact is, 
the English sparrow is the direct | 
cause of the decrease of fully ninety | 
per cent. of our barn and eave swai- 
lows, I haven’t seen an eave swal- 
low in Ontario for twenty-five or'| 
thirty years. In Alaska there are | 
no English sparrows, but in July, 
1925, I counted forty-seven occupied 
eave swallows’ nests under the eaves 
of a building we stayed in while | 
there. In other words, they are there 
now just the same as they were here 


in eastern America 50 years ago, and 
would be here now were it not for 
the deyilish, dominating ways of this 
imported, undesirable house sparrow, 
@ dirty bird that doesn’t do as much 
good in @ year as a swallow will in 
a week. 

Some years ago, I saw an article 
in @ sporting paper stating that can- 
vas-back ducks and Canada geese 
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migrated at the rate of 120 miles 
per hour. One hundred and twenty 
miles per hour, or, in other words 
two miles per minute! Say, I am 
from Misrouri and you have got to 
show me! During the last ten years, 
I have been privileged to give this 
question a fair test and, on several 
occasions, when the wild geese have 
left my home for Hudson Bay, I 
have wired ahead of them, I wired 
to the C.P.R. agents at Stralak, On- 
tario, and to the G.P.R. agents at 
Cochrane, Ontario, and in every case 
I received a reply. If those agents 
saw the same geese that left here, 
these birds were making between 
forty or fifty miles ‘per hour. An- 
other short but accurate test I have 
been making recently is as follows: 
My oldest son lives two miles south 
of me on @ road running east and 
west, the same as the one I live on. 
The wild geese that make their home 
with me at least five months of the 
year, all go out to Lake Erie to roost, 
returning early the next morning. 
Lake Erie is three miles south of my 
home. When I hear them honking 
and see them towering high before 
leaving the sanctuary getting ready 
to cross over this three miles of no- 
man’s land, I get my son on the tele- 
phone. As I gay, he is two miles 
south of me between the lake and 
the sanctuary. He holds the receiver 
with a watch in his hand, and just 
as a big distingu'shable flock crosses 
the road at my house I call “Go.’’ He 
marks the exact time, goes to the 
road and, of course, can see the 
geese coming. Here are the results 
of the last three tests: First, 2% 
minutes. Second, with a nice breeze 
in their favor, lifting them along— 
two minutes and eleven seconds. 
Third, as they were facing quite a 
stiff breeze, four minutes. Remem- 
ber, these birds are from three to 
five hundred feet high before they 
leave the sanctuary, therefore they 
are not doing climbing after they 
leave here. 

Oh, but you sigh and say, “What 
has all of this to do with Crows?” 
Nothing at all. I have only unrolled 
these experiments to encourage you 
to study for yourself. 

The first hunting I did in Canada 
was crow hunting. This was May, 
1868. We shot the crows because 
they pulled up our corn, and from 
boyhood up, whenever I started to 
hunt any creature I studied its 
habits. Soon I found myself prac- 
ticing how to imitate the call of the 
creature that was causing, the young 
crow’s trouble; I would practice this 
quivering, cawing and hooting in the 
early morning, when all was silent, 
and let the echo from the forest 
speak for itself as to the perfection 
of the deception. Then I would con- 
ceal myself in the thick under- 
growth of the woods, in easy range 
of a few dead tree-tops for Mr. Crow 
to perch on. I would then start giv- 
ing these low delicate caws of dis- 
tress, just the same as I heard the 
young crow utter, now and then giv- 
ing the low hoot of the owl. Many, 
many of these black, old nest-robbers 
have brought food or come to pro- 
tect the wrong baby but, to my sur- 
prise, they were not feeding their 
young on corn. As I held these old 
birds up by the tail as they gasped 
their last, they spewed up bird's 
eggs. I have seen as high as seven 
unhatched robins pour out of the 
mouth or throat of a dying crow, 
and the little bits of life were some- 
times still squirming.

MARCH 10 


PETER PREACHES TO GENTILES 


Golden text: “God is no respecter 
of persons; but in every nation he 
that feareth him and worketh right- 
eousness, is acceptable to him.” 
Acts 10:34b, 35. 


Lesson: Acts 10:1 to 11:18; 15:6-11, 
Devotional reading: Psalm 67:1-7. 


Explanations And Comments 


Peter’s Sermon, ‘verses 34-43. The 
solemnity of the occasion and the 
weightiness of Peter’s message are 
indicated by the words with which 
they were introduced: “And Peter 
opened his mouth and said.” “Of a 
truth,” he exclaimed, “I perceive that 
God is no respecter of persons: but 
in every nation he that feareth him, 
and worketh righteousness, is accept- 
able to him.” Mboffatt’s translation 
reads: “I see quite plainly that God 
has no favorites, but that he who 
reverences him and lives a good life 
in any nation is welcomed by him.” 

To those Gentiles Peter preached 
the Christ, who is “Lord of all’. In' 
the Greek the word he is emphatic; 
to show this, the words have been 
rendered, “He, yes he, is Lord of all,” 
of Gentiles as well as Jews. “You 
yourselves know the story of what 
took place in the life of Jesus,” 
Peter declared, “and we are wit- 
nesses of.all things, of his life—how 
he went about doing good—of his 
crucifixion and resurrection, and how 
he charged us to preach unto the 
people and to testify that he is 
ordained of God to be the Judge of 
the living and the dead.’’ And Peter 
ended his sermon by saying that 
every one—even Gentiles—who be- 
lieve on him shall receive remission 
of sins. 

The Gentiles Receive Toe Holy 
Spirit Ani Are Baptized, verses 44- 
48. Peter’s sermon seems to have 
been interrupted by the manifesta- 
tion of the Holy Spirit’s presence. 
Peter and the other Jewish believers 
who had accompanied him were 
amazed, for they heard the Gentiles 
“speak with tongues,” as the Jews 
had spoken on the Day of Pentecost. 
“Can any man forbid the water, that 
these should not be baptized who 
have received the Holy Spirit as well 
as we?” questioned Peter. And he 
directed that the Gentiles be baptized 
in the name of Jesus Christ. 

“Peter had only to tell Cornelius 
of the Master’s life, and to win his 
allegiance to the Lord and Savior of 
mankind, for the Spirit of love and 
unity to be poured out upon both 
alike.

EXTEND RADIO 
COAST T0 COAST 


Ottawa.—A construction program 
designed to give the national radio 
system complete coverage from coast 


to coast is contemplated by the 
Canadian radio commission, it was 
learned recently. The program, if 


ratified, would entail erection of new 


- gtations or increasing the power of 


existing stations in Nova Scotia, 
Montreal district, Toronto district to 
cover northern Ontario, Saskatche- 
wan and British Columbia. 

Action on the plans has been de- 
layed, it was said, owing to lack of 
necessary funds, The program could 
be carried out, it is claimed, for 
something under $1,000,000. With it 
would be associated a plan to extend 
hours of national broadcasting. 

Execution of the commission’s 
plans, it is contended, would over- 
come practically all difficulties and 
complaints mow encountered = in 
carrying on national radio in Can- 
ada. 

The modern stations of reason- 
able power would be erected in vari- 
ous sections where coverage has been 
inadequate and from which com- 
plaints about radio conditions have 
come. Surveys show such areas exist 
particularly in the maritime prov- 
inces, a section of Quebec, a large 
part of Ontario, Saskatchewan, part 
of Alberta, and practically all the 
populated part of British Columbia. 

With construction of new stations 
and extension of hours of national 
broadcasting, mew and modern 


studios would be provided at points) 


whefe most of the principal commis- 
sion programs are produced. It is 
said that while reports from listen- 
ers indicate increasing satisfaction 
with the national radio service, the 
service is injured by complaints aris- 
ing out of poor reception conditions 
and inadequate coverage. 

Commission plans regarding special 
reception and re-broadcasting of 
British programs were announced 
some time ago. The special short 
wave reception station at Ottawa on 
which these programs will be receiv- 
ed is expected to be in operation 
soon. 


To Repulse Air Attacks 


Britain Would Utilize Recent Scien- 
tifte Inventions : 

London.—Sir Philip Sassoon, un- 
der-secretary.for air, announced in 
the House of Commons a decision 
to appoint a special committee to in- 
vestigate the possibilities of coun- 
tering air attacks by utilizing recent 
scientific inventions, 

He said the decision was reached

as on Jan. 31, 1935, 

Demand deposits were down $45,- 
000,000 from December but $50,000,- 
000 greater than on the same date 
last year. Savings deposits increased 
$5,000,000 in the month and $62,000,- 
000 in the year. Call loans in Can- 
ada were down $10,000,000 compared | 
with the previous month while cur- 
rent loans were down $18,000,000 
from December and $50,000,000 com- 
pared with Jan. 31, 1934. 


Protest By Ethiopia 


Desire A Peaceful Settlement Of 
Border Dispute 

Rome.—Foreign office officials be- 
gan drafting a response to the pro- 
test by Ethiopia against the con- 
tinued sending of troops and muni- 
tions to Italian Somaliland. 

The Ethiopian charge d'affaires, 
Negrades Yesus, delivered the pro- 
test—a note to the Italian govern- 
ment from Emperor Haile Selassie 
—that “Italy could retire its last 
soldier and its last cannon from 
Italian Somaliland and Eritrea, and 
Ethiopia would not touch a single 
stone in these two colonies.” 

The African emperor’s statement 
also reiterated his desires for a 
peaceful settlement of the border 
dispute.

Explosion In Pencil Factory 
Twenty-Nine Persons

A Peace-Time Explosive 


New Substance Outdoes TNT But Is 
Safe As Water 

The power of TNT and the safety 
of water are ascribed by natural 
scientists to nitro-ammonia, or “nitra- 
mon,” the new explosive announced 
by the du Pont Company, Wilming- 
ton, Del. 

The new substance, white and 
somewhat harder than a_ tallow 
candle, is 20 per cent. stronger than 
TNT, but so far nothing except a 
“shot” of dynamite has been found 
which will cause it to detonate. 

The chemists who made this new 
safety explosive were insistent that 
it could not “properly be called an 
explosive,’ because it was so differ- 
ent from anything previously known. 
But they said they had not coined 
any new word for classification. 

The du-Pont engineers developed 
the new stuff in an effort to take 
‘the hazards out of industrial blast-_| 
ing im. quarries and “strippings,” | 
where explosives are used to break 
up rocks or coal veins. 

The nitro-ammonia has been 
pounded with triphammers, bored 
with red-hot irons, put under the 
blow torch and shot with high- 
power rifle bullets without detonat- 
ing. 

It is said to be strictly a peace- 
time explosive. Although they have 
not tried it, some of the engineers 
are confident that they could fire 
the stuff in the form of a projectile 
out of a big gun without causing it 
to explode. 

The base of the explosive is nitrate 
of ammonia, a substance common in 
dynamite. This compound is “re- 
strained” by the addition of a special 
earbon mixture, the nature of which 
was not made public. 

After the dynamite cartridge 
starts the acton, this carbon com- 
pound will begin “reacting” with the 
oxygen in the nitro-ammonia. This} 
reaction, the technicians explain, 
when once started is very rapid an} 
constitutes the eneigy of the result- 
ing explosiun.

Better Horse Days 


Upward Trend Is Shown In Domand 
For Horses In Canada 

From a horse's point of view, the 
invasion of motor power vehicles into 
his particular sphere of endeavour 
has been most dirtressing. Unable 
to compete with the speed and con- 
venience of automobiles as a mode 
of transportation the horse was 
quite naturally faced with an unem- 
ployment situation wh'ch ‘became 
even more acute with the adoption 
of power machinery on farms, and 
as a result the horse population of 
the Dominion has greatly declined 
during the last thirteen years. In 
1921 Canada’s horre population num- 
bered 3,610,494; in 1931 it was 3,- 
113,909; in June, 1933, it was 2,984,- 
100, and in June, 1934, it was 2,933,- 
400. 

Despite the continued decline in 
recent years, better days are ahead 
for “Old Dobbin,” and reports indi- 
cate an upward trend in both horse 
population and demand. A most en- 
couraging factor is the distinct in- 
crease in breeding activities during 
the year. Horse breeders’ clubs in 
the prairie provinces numbered 166, 
an increase of 32.8 per cent over the 
number in operation in 1933, and a 
number of districts reported inability 
to secure satisfactory stall‘ons. Im- 
portations of bred males and females 
for breeding purposes show a mark- 
ed increase over 1933. Fifty pure- 
bred stallions and mares of the draft 
breeds were imported in 1933, and 
this number was more than doubled 
in 1934, 

The export trade in draft horses 
was much more active in 1934 than 
for a number of years. An increased 
number of high class draft geldings 
were sold to buyers from the United 
States, where there is a marked 
scarc'ty. Two shipments were made 
to Great Britain, one of grade 
Clydesdale geldings, and one of 
geldings of Percheron type. A car- 
load of horses bred from pure-bred 
sires of the hunter type was sent to 
Barbados for constabulary work, fol- 
lowing a satisfactory trial shipment 
taken to the West Indies last year. 
Negotiations are at present under 
way for supplying five hundred un- 
broken western range horses to China, 
and a demand is developing in Aus- 
tralia for pure-bred Clydesdales and 
Percherons from Canada for breed- 
ing purposes. 

All of which goes to indicate that 
to some extent the horse is being 
reinstated in his own field of useful- 
ness, and while he may not. prevail 
to the same extent as in former 
years there should be a marked im- 
provement in horse quality due to 
;more exacting breeding require- 
ments. 


Wool Made From Glass 


Swedish Manufacturer Developed 
Process Of Making Fine Threads 


Glass is made into wool by a pro- 
cess developed by a Swedish manu- 
facturer. Melted glass flows down 
upon a disk which rotates with great 
velocity. By action of the centri- 
fugal force, the glass is disintegrated 
into a mass of extremely fine threads. 
A current of air is blown downward 
around the edge of the rotating disk, 
carrying the formed glass wool 
down upon a cutter and transport- 
ing apparatus, by means of which 
the product is continuously carried 
away for further working. The fine- 
ness of the glass threads can be con- 
rolled within certain limits by regu- 
lating the temperature of the melted 
glass and the amount of glass fed 
upon the rotating disk per unit of 
time.

Psychologist Says Women Are Bet- 
ter Liars Than Men 


As the result of a test of the lying 
abilities of 1,000 subjects of both 
sexes, Doctor W. Hepner, a psycholo- 
gist, concludes that women are bet- 
ter liars than men. According to 
Doctor Hepner’s investigation, 20 per 
cent. more women than men con- 
fessed blandly to wriggling out of 
difficulties by the use of half-truths. 
Dr. Hepner’s tests also disclosed the 
following facts. The typical mascu- 
line form of deceit is a bold, look- 
you-straight-in-the-eye proclamation 
of absolute untruth. On the other 
hand, women lie far more artistically 


English Girl Going To Liberia To 
Study Slavery 

Barbara Greene, 28, “tall, dark 
and beautiful,” the London papers 
say, left London the other day to ex- 
plore a wild country where no white 
man has ever trod before—the 
depths of the hinterland of Liberia 
(the negro republic of Africa), a 
land of cannibalism and witchcraft. 

M'ss Greene is accompanying her 
courin, Graham Greene, the novelist, 
to investigate the appalling condi- 
tions of slavery and savagery among 
the tribes in the jungle. ‘This is her 
debut as explorer, says an inter- 
viewer. “I'm ashamed to confess 
I’ve never been on so much as a cara- 
van trip before,” Miss Greene enid. 
“The jungle will be rather a change 
for me.” 

She is not alarmed at. the prospect 
of a month’s trek through ent'rely 
unknown country. They will land at 
Freetown in Sierra Leone and take 
the railway as far as it goes up 
country. In Liberia there are no 
railways, no towns; the two cousins 
will trek through—Miss Greene’s kit 
is riding breeches and riding boots— 
to Monrovia, the capital of Liberia, 
on the West Coast. 

“It’s a pretty crazy idea,” said 
Miss Greene cheerfully. “But it’s 
comforting to know that cannibals 
don’t like eating white people; we're 
far too stringy.” 

The real danger will come from 
fever: there has been an outbreak 
of yellow fever in Liberia, which has 
the unhealthiest climate in the world, 
and has no hospitals or doctors. “Ex- 
cept,” as Miss Greene says calmly, 
“witchdoctors.” 

Sir John Harris, secretary to the 
Anti-Slavery and Aborigines Protec- 
tion Society, who has travelled very 
widely in Africa, gave the young ex- 
plorers advice before they sailed. “It 
will be an extraord'narily interesting 
trip,” he said. “I should think they 
ought to get through, and their 
information, if they do, will be very 
valuable, 

“They are going into the hinter- 
land farther than any white man has 
gone before, as far as we know. The 
negro tribes, which have been sav- 
agely oppressed, may welcome them 
—but you never can tell.” *

McMurray Tar Sands 


Firm To Erect Separating 
Plant In Alberta 

Hon. Thomas G. Murphy, minister 
of the interior, revealed that the 
government had given permission to 
Denver, Colo., financial interests to 
erect in Alberta plants for separat- 
ing bitumen from McMurray sands 
and for refining the bitumen to ob- 
tain gasoline, fuel oil and asphalt 
products. 

The permission, Mr. Murphy said, 
was an extension of a former agree- 
ment made with the Denver interests 
represented by Max Ball which had 
conducted a “pilot’’ plant in Toronto 
for preliminary experiments. 

The minister added he understood 
the firm had proceeded with con- 
struction in Alberta of a separation 
plant as soon as weather conditions 
permitted work and that the separa- 
tion plant would be followed by a 
refinery.’ All the works, he believed, 
would cost about $250,000. ° 

Mr. Murphy said the government 
will not spend any money on the 
scheme but that the company will 
be required to pay royalties for the 
privileges of working the sands.

Enable Canadian Airways Aviator 
To Make Flight Record

Beaver Dam Municipality and it is quite 
concise and comprehensive, 

However I do not like the implied crit- 
icism of the Council in the phrase “The 
balance sheet did not appear to reflect 
any serious attempt to curtail adminis- 
tration expense.” 

It would appear that whoever came to 
this conclusioa, either went out of his 
way to look for something to object to or 
he does not know how to read a financial 
Statement. Below are a few compari- 
sons that will be enlightening

Note that there was a reduction in 1934 
of six and a half percent nothwithstand- 
ing the drastic reduction of twenty-four 
and a half per cent in 1933.

In 1932 the mill rate for Local Im- 
provement Tax was seven mills, in 1933 
and 1934 it was five imills. 

The twenty-five school districts in the 
Municipality had an average mill rate in 
1932 of nine mills, in 1933 of 7 7.5 mills 
and in 1934 of 6 1.12 mills. 

I also might bring to attention the fact 
that in 1933 our administration costs 
were cut to the bone. Secretary-Treas. 
salary was cut from $2,000.00 to $1250 00. 
Council fees from $3.50 per meeting to 
$2 50. Councillors mileage rate from ten 
cents to seven cents. This constituted a 
reduction of 371-2 percent. in Secty- 
Treas. salary and the total amount paid 
councilmen was 23 per cent less than in 
1932. 

I do not believe that there is a council- 
man who does not welcome constructive 
criticism and the records show that they 
can stand the gaff, but Iam sure that 
the figures above are sufficient answer to 
any loose statements that may have been 
made. 

Would appreciate it if you will publish 
this statement in the interests of a clear 
understanding of the situation.
